A LUCKY MERCHANT.

Two Portions of a 8150,000 Lot- 
tery Prize Won Here. 


At one of the tables in a commer- 
cial lunch room on Pine street, a 
group of business men were gath- 
ered yesterday over their midday 
repast. 

‘‘Heard about the luck of one of 
the Dannenbaum brothers?’’ asked 
a bald-headed old chap who had 


made a fortune in the bardware 
business. 

‘‘No,” said the other in a breath. 

‘Won $15,000 in the last drawing 
of the Louisiana State Lottery.” 

‘*You don’t say so!’’ exclaimed a 
red-faced gentleman who has built 
a mansion on Van Ness avenue 
with his profits on paints and oils. 
‘*‘Which one was it, Sol?’’ 

“The one with black whiskers,”’ 
answered the hardware capitalist. 

“That's Joe,’’ observed several of 
the company, and then they deter- 
mined to try their own luck in the 
next drawing. 

The sign of J.&. S. Dannenbaum, 
wholesale dry goods dealers, is 
easily discovered on Sansome street, 
between Bush and Sutter. A Call 
reporter found the fortunate Joseph 
in his office at the back part of the 
store filling out blank bank checks. 
He made no concealment of the 
fact that the March drawing at 
Wew Orleans had made him $15,000 
richer. About a week befofe it oc- 
curred be bought two tickets from 
_ @ persuasive peddler of the coupons 
who eotercd his place. One of 
them happened to be numbered 
66,561, and this number drew the 
first capital prize of $150,000. Jo- 
seph Dannenbaum thereupon sent 
oa his certificate for one-tenth of 
that amount and _ received his 
money through the London, Paris 
and American Bank of this city. 
His firm is weil known here and in 
San Diego and Vallejo, where the 
brothers have stores. 

Anotber local holder of a one- 
tenth coupon with the same num- 
ber’ received his prize of $15,000 
through V/ells, Fargo & Co’s. Bank 
of this city, but he is adverse to 
having bis name disclosed and rt 
has not transpired.—San Franeisco

Prizes for Rifle Practice. 

The citizens of Washington hav- 
ing subscribed a guarantee fund of 
$50,000 to insure payment of prizes 
and expenditures for a national 
drill and encampment, have organ- 
ized a committee of representative 
citizens, of which Hon, Samuel E. 


Wheatley, Commissioner of the 
District of Co.umbia, is Chairman. 

This national drill committee, 
having completed its organization, 
and arranged prelimivaries, now 
appounce tothe country that the 
national drill and encampment will 
be held at Washington City, D. C., 
commencing on Monday, May 23d, 
and ending with Decoration Day 
May 30th, 1887. 

Entries will be open to regularly 
orgauized volunteer militia of the 
United states for competition as 
regiments, battalions,or companies, 
in infantry, smc ope cavalry and 
zouave tactics,and also to regularly 
organized corps of eadets from mili- 
tary or university schools, for the 
most varied and doubly largest 

rizes ever offered, aggregating 

000, with other souvenir tro- 
phies. 

Among the prizes which will in- 
terest the militia of this State is 
the following. 

Rifle Practice—Competition open 
to any regularly enlisted man or 
commissioned officer or the volun- 
teer militia, not, however,to exceed 
two from any one company; to be 
governed by the rules regulating 
the aunual competitions in the reg- 
ular army, as detailed in chapter 3, 
a 5, “Blunt’s Rifle and Carbine 

iring.’”’ Ten shote each at 200,800, 
500 and 600 yards. Prizes to be 
awarded on best aggregate scores. 
Competitors restricted to use of the 
Service Springfield breech-luader 
used by the regular army, or to the 
rifle officially issued to the militia 
by the State to which competitor 
belongs—eight prizes—first prize, 
gold medal and $100; three prizes, 
silver medal and $75; four prizes, 
brouze medal and $50.

Great Britainand Venezuela have 
broken diplomatic intercourse over 
a question of boundary. The San 
Francisco Bulletin give the partic- 
ulars of the affair as follows: 


Venezuela claims the territory to the 
left bank of the river Essequibo; Great 
Britain asserts her rights as far west 
as the river Moruca. Venezuela rests 
her claim on a Papal edict of the early 
days of South American discovery 
and settlement, granting tothe crown 
of Spain the country as faras the Es- 

uibo, sod draws title from Spain on 
the establishmeut of Venezuelean in- 
dependence. G eat Britain admits the 
validity of the Papal grant, but limits 
it to include the territory held by 
Spain at the date of Venezuelan inde- 
pendence, claiming that the Dutch, 
from whom she derives title, had at 
that time driven the Spaniards across 
the Moruca, and held the country to 
that boundary. Venezuela claims 
that the Dutch occupation was only 
temporary, and that they were eventu- 
ally driven back »cross the Essequibo. 
On that point of Dutch oceupation the 
whole question turns, and,in the ab- 
sence of authentic records, its settle- 
ment is difficult. Probably it would 
have remained indefinitely open but 
for the recent discovery of rich and 
extensive gold fields in the country 
between the Essequibo and the 
Moruca. A rush of thousands of dig- 
gers ensued; the British Colonial Office 
dictated a vigorous policy to the Gov- 
ernor of Guiana; magistrates, police 
and gun-boats fullowed the tide of ad- 
venturers, and Venezuela sought a 
settlement de jure after the British 
had already made one de facto. It is 
the old story of British encroachment, 
made additiona!ly interesting this 
time by the conviction said to obtain 
in Venezuela Government circles, that 
the assertion of the Monroe Doctrine 
by the United States would be of no 
practical avail. It indicates the de- 
gree of respect which the republics of 
South America entertain for our pol- 
icy of European non-interference. 
They recognize our state of unpre- 
— to make good our policy. 
feare seeking to enlarge our com- 
mercial relations with the Spanish- 
American countries; possibly the in- 
crease of our political weight and 
prestige might help to that end. 


A Chicago /nter-Ocean special of 
the za instant says that “‘Sunset’’ 
Cox, speaking of politics, said that 
Mr. Cleveland will accept a second 
term, and that nobody believes he 
will not. Referriug to the Speaker- 
ship of the Fiftieth Congress, Cox, 
in replying to several questions 
said: ‘I suppose that is fixed. Mr. 
Carlisle will doubtless be Speaker. 
I don’t know of anything that will 
prevent it, unless it should happen 
that Mr. Randail’s friends should 
feel that he would be badly treated 
and sonte sort of combination should 
be formed to prevent that.’’ Mr. 
Cox talks with the air of a man 
whose aspirations no longer tend 
towards the Speakership.

Farthquakes in Texas. 
Ei Paso, Tex., May 3. 

A shock of earthquake was plainly 
felt here at 3:08 this afterr.oon, which 
lasted about two minutes. It was per- 
ceptible in every portion of the city, 
and the shock so alarmed citizens of 
ail classes thatonly invalids and the 
helpless were left within doors, For 
probably two minutes preceding the 
shock many persons recognized a dis- 
tinct and offensive smell of sulphur, 
and when the shock came the earth 
trembled and mavy articies hanging 


on the walis oscillated to and fro, and 
some fell to the floor. The plastering 
fell from the front and ceiling of many 
dwellings and bu-iness houses, and in 
the Court-House evidences of the 
shock were quite plain. Clocks were 
stopped, buildings were cracked,horses 
came to a standstill in the street, and 
family and friendly groups formed 
more rapidly than we have ever 
known in El Paso. 

The first impression was that of a 
vertical oscillation; this lasted only a 
few seconds. Then the awful minutes 
of calm were followed by a very pro- 
nounced horizontal wave. No serious 
"gg has resulted in this neighbor- 

A Lively Shake in New Mexico. 

ALBURQUEQUE, N. M. May 4. 

At 3:13 this afternoon the entire 
community was startled by two dis- 
tinct but almost continuous vibra- 
tions of the earth, the direction of 
which was from east to west, and the 
continuation ten seconds. Clocks in 
ail parts of the city were stopped. 
Men and women rushed into the 
streets, and horses were frightened. 
Many persons complained of a feeling 
akin tu seasickness. Inthe old town 
the people were terro:-stricken, and 
many of the natives feared a new erup- 
tion from an extinct crater near bere. 
The shock appears to have been gen- 
eral throughout the South west, the re- 
port indicating that it was more se- 
vere at El Paso than here. At San 
Marvial two distiact shocks were felt, 
and the alarm was general. At Lake 
Valley, 200 miles south, two sbocks 
were distinguishable. At Phoenix, A. 
T., the shock lasted fully one minute, 
No noise nor:premonition preceded 
the shock. Beyond a severe fright 
nothing occurred. 

Inter-State Law Interferes With 
Canada. 
WASHINGTON, May 4. 

The State Department has received 

and traosmitted to the Inter-State 

Commerce Commission a letter from 

the United States Commercial Agent 

at London, Outario, relative to the ef- 
fects of the Inter-State Commerce law 
on roads between the United States 


and Canada, The letter declares that 
since the law went into operation, im- 
ports into Canada bave greatly fallen 
offand that Eogland is securing the 
trade thus lost. Owing to the inabil- 
ity of the American shipper to know 
what the through rates are, the Cana- 
dian railways cannot yet give through 
rates overtheir own and connecting 
American lines. Sbippers are conse- 
quently unwilling to let their goods 
go to the frontier, not knowing what 
further delivery to inland or seaboard 
points will cost. The letter says a set- 
tlement must shortly be arrived at or 
our commerce will receive such dam- 
age that it will take years to regain. 


A Mother's Crime. 
GRAND Rapips, Mich., May 3. 

A horrible tragedy occured ata farm- 
house two miles south of this city last 
night. Charles Martin, a young far- 
mer twenty-eight years old, has not 
lived happily with his wife, and his 
wife has threatened to end ber exist- 
ence. Last night, while her husband 
was temporarily absent, she gave 
Rough on Rats to their two young chil- 
dren, and then swallowed a dose her- 
self. It was late at night before the 
discuvery ofthecrime was made. The 
mother snd oldest child died before 
antidotes could be administered. The 
other child was in a precarious condi- 
tion at last accounts.

There were supposed to 
be about 150 men in the mine at mid- 
night. Twelve bodies have been taken 
out; some are dead, some seriously 
and others fatally burned, Little 
hopes of rescuing any more alive are 
entertained. A rescuing party went 
down but were unable todo much as 
they were overcome by black damp 
and obliged to retreat. One of the res- 
cuing party, S. Hudson, died shortly 
after coming out. The mine is now 
on fireand all the trame work over 
the air shaft is completely destroyed.

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A PROBABLE BONANZA. 


important Ore Developments in 
Crown Point and Beicher. 

The recent ore development in 
the Crown Point mine is attracting 
mach attentiou, both at home aud 
elsewhere, and it is highly probable 
that a veritable bonanza will be the 
outeome of the ‘‘strike.’’ The Ga- 
ZETrTe is informed that the ore body 
exists in what is known as tae ‘‘old 
west ledge.’”’ As its development 


is confined almost exclusively to 
the 300 level, that is at present the 
interesting portion of the mine. 
The trend uf the ore is toward the 
Beleher north line, and a drift is 
being rapidly sent forward to de- 
termine the length of the ore body. 
The drift is now said to be within 
100 feet ef the Belcher live, and 
though it has followed the new dis- 
covery for more than 100 feet 
the ore has changed for the 
better, if indeed any change 
has taken place. Lhe ‘edge 
‘is stated to be between l2 aad 15 
feet in width, at the point 
where the ore was first encountered, 
and will, it is estimated, mill $Sluv 
perton, Nocross-cutting bas been 
done from the point of diseovery up 
to the present time;jconsequeutly, 
the width of the ore body along the 
line of the drift is undetermiue:d., 
Itis generally conceded, however, 
that the ledge will bod its width, 
as it bas done at all points where it 
has been opened north of the pres- 
ent workings. This flud, being iu 
what is denominated as new or vir- 
gin ground, is of more than ordi- 
nary importance, and if the ore 
coutinues dowuward from the 300 
level it will revive mining in the 
Gold Hill properties, and Cause a 
general over-hauling of the upper 
levels along that portion of the old 
lode. The indications are favorable 
that the ore body continues into 
the Belcher ground. In that case 
all that will be required is suffi- 
cient width, anda bonavza will be 
the result. 
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Manual Training. 

The following we clip from the 
School Bulletin, and recommend

To create public interest in the 
eystem, it proposes to distribute 
writings and documents, to seud 
out lecturers and to furnish trained 
teachers to work In schools where 
needed.
